SHANGHAI, Aug. 9. — Out of an 
estimated popniation of somewhere 
between 100,900,000 and 500,000.- 
000, it is believed that ninety per 
cent, of the people of China have 
never seen a motion picture. For 
this reason an effort now under way 
to provide movies acted and produc- 
ed by Chinese is interesting. 

In China's largest centres and in 
the treaty ports, the picture screen 
long hes been commonplace, ané 
mixed audiences of Chinese and for- 
eieners are thrilled over the film 
favorites, just-as are audiences in 
the United States. But hitherto the 
to popularize the 
movies in the interior of China kave 
failed 

Within the last year several com- 
panies in Shanghai have undertaken 
to produce Chinese pictures, and 
perhaps a half-dozen of these have 
been exhibited with varying degrees 
of success. As they necessarily were 
made by unskilled actors and more 
or less inexperienced directors, they 
have appeared crude in the eyes of 
the Chinese used to the finished for- 
eicen productions These films are 
being sent tentatively into the 
centres of the interior, where it is 
necessary to throw up temporary 
mat sheds to show them. 

A Shanghai picture man explain- 
ed “Tt is altogether A problem of 
educating the Chinese peopls to the 
movies.” He then went on to tell 
experience of a showman who 
invaded the interior with a number 
of films. The pecyie wouldn't go to

HONOLULU, Aug. 11.—A woman 
is not justified in deserting héer hus-

with his parents, according to a re- 
cent decision by the territorial eu- 
preme court 

In an opinion réversing the deci». 
ion of a lower court, the supreme 
court justices held that Kui Yim- 
fong, Chinese, was not entitled to a 
divorce from William Fong on the 
ground that he failed to support 
her. 

Pvidence adduced at the trial in- 
dicated that William's wife had de- 
serted him because he could not 
provide her with a home otheft than 
the one he occupiéd with his par- 
ents. She then charged him with 
non-support because he refused to 
support her while she was living 
with friends 

“While the taking of a wife to 
the home of his parents,” the court 
held, “is perhaps not the best and 
ideal method of supplying her with 
a home, it cannot be said, as 4 
matter of law, that fact alone just- 
ificd the WiBe tn deserting her hus- 
ban.”
